Congressman Brosius Introaduces a Bill
to Stop Tmmigration Twelve Montha,

Mr. Brosius, of Pennsylvania, introduced
a Ll T Congress to provide for the im-
provemonut of the Feder ! quarantine ser
vice and for the temporary snspension of
immigration. [t emyowers the Seoretary
of the Treasury to establish Foderal quarsa.
tine stations at Portland, Me,, Boston, New
York, Philadelphia and Baltinore.

It s further provided “that, for the secur-
ity of the people of the United States against
the introduection of Asintic choler u, all im.
migration from European and Asiatic conn.
iries aball be suspended tor one year from
the passage of thisact.”
